Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner was concerned that concepts in block 212 of the fig. 1 0B 
was not readily clear from the specif ivation, especially the concept of "Analog waveforms" being compared to stored 
waveforms. Mr. Miller retured call after few days and pointes out that these and othe concepts in block 212 were 
scattered through out the specification and waveform being "analog" is the central concept of invention and shown in 
figure 1 , waveform 114. Also Fig. 1 1 corresponds to original claim 16 and specification is amended to put those 
concept in it to avoid antecedent basis and no new matter has been introduced. The examiner also requested proper 
publication dates of item L and M in the IDS [paper # 4, dated 9-21-01 .
